One of the damaged cables 
here, on a pole at Carson and 
St. Charles roads, appeared to 
have been struck about 30 times 
with an ax, company officials said. 
They did not determine what was 
used to sever the other cable, at 
Clayton and Schoettler roads. 


Service For 432 Cut. 
Damage to the Carson road 
cable knocked out telephone serv- 
ice for about 375 customers in 
the area and severing of the other 
cable cut off service of 57 tele- 


phones. 

In addition to the telephones, 
the Carson road damage impaired 
teletype service for the Army, 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and the 
offices of two major airlines. 

This type of service as well as 
the telephone service was -re- 
stored to normal by emergency 
crews which worked through the 
day.

56 MEASLES CASES 
REPORTED IN WEEK, 
ONLY 1 A YEAR AGO 


An outbreak of measles in the 
city since the reopening of 
schools in September has sent 
the number of cases reported to 
the city’s health division sky- 
rocketing over the number re- 
ported last year at this time. The 
outbreak is not of epidemic pro- 
portions, however, Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, health commissioner, said. 

The’ number of causes of 
measles reported in the city last 
week totaled 56 as compared with 
one case during the correspond- 
ing week of 1949. This brought 
the total number of cases re- 
ported so far this year in the city 
to 813 as compared to 168 dur- 
ing the same period last year. 
One person died as the result of 
measles last week. . 

Dr. Smith said the figures rep- 
resent “probably only about 20 
per cent of the actual number of 
cases in the city.” He explained 
that the disease “is poorly re- 
ported” by the doctors and, in 
many instances physicians “are 
not even called in.”

come.

i ALIENS HELD 
~ BY US, ORDERED 
FREED ON BAL 


Judge Rules Confinement 
- Pending Deportation 
‘Action Is ‘Abuse’ by 


- Attorney General.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
Sixteen aliens held for deporta- 
tion proceedings under the new 
internal- security act were or- 
déred released on bail yesterday. 

-The ruling by United States 
District Judge Sylvester J. Ryan 
. permits their release from Ellis 
Island, where they had been held 
without bail, pending determina- 
tion of their cases. 

All 16 had been arrested on de- 
portation charges before the pass- 
age of the internal security act 
earlier this year and released on 
bond ranging from $1000 to $10,- 
060. With passage of the act they 
Were re-arrested but the Attorney 
General refused to let them make 
bond. 

Judge Ryan held ti:at this was 
“arbitrary and an abuse of dis- 
cretion on the part of the Attor- 
ney General.” 

Government’s Contention. 

In arguments before the judge, 
the Government contended that 
the Attorney General had the 
power to confine an alien pend- 
ing deportation proceedings and 
that this power was “absolute and 
not subject to judicial review.” 

Counsel for the defendants 
claimed that their re-arrest was 
illegal. 

The judge ruled that the con- 
stitutional provision granting rea- 
sonable bail to an accused person | 


was applicable in the deportation | 


cases. 

-Furthermore; he _ = said, the 
Attorney General made no objec- 
tion while the defendants were 
free on bail previously and it had 
not been shown that their release 
now would constitute a “security 
peril.” 

The 16 defendants are accused 
of having past or present connec- 
tions with an organization advo- 
cating overthrow of the United 
States Government by force. 

‘Other such defendants have 
been released on bail in other 
cities, though not in such large 
groups. 

' Bail Same as Previously. 

Judge Ryan ordered that those 
here be released in the same 
amounts of bail in which they 
were at liberty before being re- 
arrested.

First, it makes Bonn a virtually full 
partner in the proposed “supra-national 
authority” which will operate the combined 
coal and steel industries of the six partici- 
pating countries. 

Second, adoption of the Schuman Plan 
will clear away the principal road-block 
now standing in the way of German re- 
armament,

not insist on ratification of the plan as a 
prerequisite condition). 

A rearmed and renascent Germany—even 
merely Western Germany, without the Soviet- 
occupied part of the Reich—would be much 
stronger than France, the French argue. 
Such a Germany would, indeed, be more pow- 
erful than all of western continental Europe 
combined. 

Either alone or in league with Russia, the 
Reich might, accordingly, be tempted to 
attack its neighbors in the West, the French 
further argue. The temptation would be par- 
ticularly strong if the United States should 
revert to isolationism and leave western Eu- 
rope to face its powerful neighbor without 
any prospect of immediate help from the 
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new world.

In its official statement of May 9 an- 
nouncing, explaining and advocating adoption 
of the plan, the French Government advanced 
a five-point argument in its support. This 
argument may be summarized as. follows: 


1. Europe must, be strengthened and

Britain and the Scandinavian countries have 
been cool toward the Schuman Plan from the 
first. The Soviets and their satellites have 
boycotted and anathematized with their cus- 
tomary fervor. The United States, however, 
speedily expressed its enthusiastic approval 
of the project, the Bonn government eagerly 
agreed to join in the attempt to carry it out, 
and the Benelux countries—Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg—followed suit. 


Negotiations Complicated 
By Storm of Warfare in Korea. 


Representatives of the six participating 
governments met in Paris June 20, blessed 
at first, by what seemed to be politically 
friendly skies. and favoring winds. Hardly 
were the negotiators embarked upon their 
deliberations, however, when the storm blew 
up in Korea which has wracked the whole 
world ever since. The deepening world 
crisis of the summer and fall has compli- 
cated and sometimes threatened to frustrate 
the work of the negotiators, as it has com- 
plicated and threatened everything else. The

storm has not, however, swamped the Schu- 
man Plan. 

“We cannot fail,” French Foreign Minis- 
ter Robert Schuman, the sponsor of the 
plan, told the negotiators, and they have 
persevered. The organizational structure 
of what may be modern Europe’s first 
“supra-national authority” is now taking 
on definite form and substance. 


The Schuman Plan’s first purpose is to 
merge the coal and steel industries of the 
six members under the control of a single 
agency which would have the strutture and 
much of the authority of a government. This 
agency would be very largely independent of 
member countries’ national governments, and 
even of private owners of the pooled indus- 
tries themselves. 

The combined industries would operate in 
a free market made up of the territories of 
all participating countries. No member would 
levy tariffs on imports of the coal and steel 
of any other member. All members’ indus- 
tries would supply coal and steel to all other 
members on the same terms. Private cartels 
would be banned within the Schuman Plan 
area. 

Creation of this great new single market 
would make it possible for member countries’ 
industries to produce coal and steel more 
efficiently and more cheaply. It would both 
necessitate and make possible the. modern- 
izing of sorhe marginal, inefficient mines 
and plants and the closing down of others. 
It would further make possible a raising of 
the general level of working and living con- 
ditions. 

The task of accomplishing these purposes 
is to be entrusted, if the Schuman Plan is 
adopted, to an authority made up of four 
principal organs, exercising executive, ad-

Freedom, Loyalty, and Decline of 3 a 1 University |

BERKELEY, Calif., Nov. 18. 

N overtone of gloom pervades the 

rambling campus of the University 

of California. Despite the excellent 
showing the school’s football team is 
making this year, professors and cheer- 
leaders agree that faculty and student 
morale is at ‘‘an all-time low.’’ 

Late next month, when the nation’s football 
fans are looking forward to the New Year’s 
day Rose Bowl game—and California is a 
leading contender to represent the West in 
this inter-sectional classic—a dozen learned 
societies will: hold their annual conventions. 
Each is expected to receive a demand that it 
blacklist California, directing members to 
boycott jobs at the nation’s, largest state 
university. 

Such action has already been taken by the 
American Psychological Association, the 
American Mathematical Association, and the 
American Philological Association. Scholars 
at Harvard, Princeton and Columbia univer- 
sities have pleaded with their colleagues 
throughout the world to refuse employment 
at U.C,, and “the situation” is under investi- 
gation by the American Association of Uni- 
versities. 

“The situation” was created by the in- 
sistence of a bare majority of the U.C. 
Beard of Regents, led by eloquent, vindi- 
cative' John Francis Neylan, former attor- 
ney for the Hearst newspapers, that all 
faculty members take a special anti-Com- 
munist “loyalty oath.” 

Dr. Robert Gordon Sproul, the university’s 
president, who has courageously risked his 
own position by opposing the Neylan faction, 
told the Post-Dispatch that the oath con- 
troversy has already done the institution 

“great. harm,” and may do more unless an 
“amicable settlement” is reached. 

Dr. Sproul, a U.C. cheerleader during his

Regardless of the rights and wrongs of 
the oath issue, it is apparent to the most 
casual observer that both the university’s 
morale and its research program have been 
dealt a shattering blow by the controversy. 

Three of the university's top four math- 
ematical physicists—men whose calcula- 
tions made the atomic research project 
possible—have resigned. Many other 
faculty members have quit ostensibly to 
take other jobs,.but confiding to friends 
that they were actually leaving because of 
the “oath situation.” Other competent 
scholars are reluctant to accept employ- 
ment on this campus. Forty-five courses 
have already been dropped from the cur- 
riculum for lack of qualified instructors, 
and more may be pared next year. About 
100 graduate students have transferred to 
other universities. 


Most department heads report that their 
professors and instructors have apparently 
lost all heart for research projects. Trustees 
and directors of various endowment funds 
for financing special studies find themselves. 
in the unprecedented situation of having 
more money ‘available than they have re- 
quests for funds. Even the austere Bureau 
of Business and Economic Research is unable 
to earmark itg full budget. 

There is strong evidence to substantiate 
the claim ,of some faculty members that the 
ardent advocates of the special loyalty oath, 
who say they are motivated by “American- 
ism,” have actually succeeded in accomplish- 
ing what the masters of the Kremlin would 
most desire—destruction of the spirit and 
freedom of a great American university.; 

But there is still hope in the fact that the 
destruction is far from complete, -and a 
majority of the faculty is fighting back, sup- 
ported by influential Oe ae “campus personali- 
ties, including California’s Gov. Earl Warren, 
himself a U.C. alumnus, The professors have 
asséssed themselves 2 per cent of their.

Although the question of Communism 
was a storm center when the controversy 
began, the Red issue has faded into the 
background. None of the dissenting pro- 
fessors has been accused of Communism. 
A glance at the list of non-signers discloses 
the presence of a wartime Air Force com- 
mander of a Burma outpost, a Navy lieu- 
tenant on destroyer escort duty, the in-

All this, however, needs to be viewed in 
perspective. And that perspective is that 
after enactment of the Taft-Hartley Act in 
1947 by a Republican Congress, the Truman 
Administration, pledged to its repeal, was re- 
turned to office in 1948 along with a Demo- 
cratic Congress. Many of those who had 
voted for Taft-Hartley fell by the wayside in 
the 1948 élection. 


Truman Denounced Taft-Hartley 
As a Weapon of Big Corporations. 


In opening his 1948 campaign before a 
crowd of 500,000 persons in Cadillac Square, 
in downtown Detroit, President Truman had 
branded the Taft-Hartley law “a dangerous 
weapon in the hands of the big corporations.” 
Truman regarded the result of the 1948 elec- 
tion as a mandate for repeal of the labor 
law. 

So what happened in 1949 was that the 
Republican minority and its Southern Demo- 
crat allies were faced with a tactical problem 
of how.to oppose most successfully the Ad- 
ministration’s attempt to repeal the law. 
That called for some concessions. They were 
made in the Taft amendments. . 

Among the major concessions were amend- 
ment of the injunction provision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act in “national emergency” strikes, 
to give the President the alternative of seek- 
ing an injunction or a court order for plant 
seizure; for presidential boards of inquiry in 
national emergencies which could make rec- 
ommendations for terms of settlement; for 
making the National Labor Relations Board 
general counsel responsible to the board in- 
stead of the independent officer he is under 
the Taft-Hartley Act, and for eliminating 
mandatory injunctions against labor unions 
in some secondary boycott cases. 

Asked if jhe had any other labor regula- 
tions in mind, Taft this week chose not to 
speak for himself, but to refer to some that 
had been suggested, such as curbing industry- 
wide bargaining, and a requirement that em- 
ployes vote before striking. 

“You will remember,” said Taft, “that back 
in 1947 I was in favor of the industry-wide 
bargaining clause that would have permitted 
local unions to do their own bargaining with- 
out interference by their international unions. 
That lost by one vote.” 

The chances are that if Congress should 
vote any changes in the labor law in the 
next two years they would be more in the 
direction of further restrictions on labor 
than in the direction of Taft’s 1849 amend- 
ments. Should that happen, there would 
be a question as to whether the Truman 
Administration forces in Congress would 
have the votes to sustain an expected veto. 

But the best guess is that nothing will 
be done, and the law will stand as it is 
now, the writer was informed by one of 
Taft’s closest advisers on labor matters. 

When. the issue was fought out in 1949 the 
chairman of the House Labor Committee was 
the late John Lesinski. of Michigan, co- 
sponsor of the bill to repeal the Taft-Hartley 
Act. The new chairman of that committee is 
Graham A. Barden of North Carolina, who 
voted for the Wood bill and aloesn’t think the 
Taft-Hartley law is strong enough. 

Lesinski maintained a precarious 13-to-12 
majority in his committee for repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley law. Four of those 13 will not 
be in the new House of Representatives and 
only one of the 12 who opposed repeal will be 
missing—Richard M. Nixon, who was elected 
to the Senate from California. 

The Senate Labor Committee has lost thfee 
of its Administration majority of eight, in- 
cluding the chairman, Senator Elbert H. 
Thomas of Utah. The new chairman will be 
Senator James E. Murray of Montana, a Taft- 
Hartley repeal advocate. The Republican 
minority of five has lost only Senator Forrest 
C. Donnell of Missouri. 

Furthermore, because of Republican gains 
in the new Congress, the division in the 
Senate labor. committee will not be eight 


servatives exerting far greater influence than 
they did in the expiring Congress. 

This is one of the measures of the extent 
of the defeat organized labor suffered at 
the polls, despite a maximum effort never 
approached before. 


It is difficult to assess the extent of that 
effort in terms of money spent by organized 
labor, because final reports are not required 
until! the end of the year. An index of the 
expenditure is afforded, however, in the re- 
port the CIO Political Action Committee filed 
accounting for its expenditures up to Nov. 3. 
The total was $460,242, 

But this represented only funds allocated 
through the national PAC. About the same 
amount was retained at the local level, and 
spent by local groups. Nor does it account 
for the cost of the campaign carried on in 
the labor press in behalf of candidates in- 
dorsed by labor. The American Federation 
of Labor, the big Machinists’ Union, the rail- 
road brotherhoods, and other groups also are 
unaccounted for here. 

Generally speaking the labor groups sup- 
ported and opposed the same candidates, al- 
though there was considerable disparity in 
the degree of support. 


The American Federation of Labor weekly 
news service to labor papers went far out on 
the limb in publishing a box listing 19 candi- 
dates for the Senate in 18 states whom it sup- 
ported and inviting readers to check the list 
to see: “How’d we do. Nov. 7?” The. AFL 
supported other candidates, of course, but it 
supplied this list as a quick and easy way to 
check the effectiveness of the labor 
campaign. 

Of the 19 candidates for the Senate listed, 
six won and 13 lost, a batting average of .306. 
The CIO-PAC, in a more comprehensive list, 
reported it had supported 26 candidates for 
the Senate, of whom 11 won and 13 lost. In 
the House it supported about 200 candidates, 
and of these about half won; half lost. 

There has been some misunderstanding of 
just what was attempted by the Administra- 
tion in its 1949 effort to repeal the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Technically, it was a bill to re- 
peal, but because repeal would have left no 
labor law on the books, the bill proposed 
along with repeal re-enactment of the Wag- 
ner Act “with improvements.” 

The “improvements” set up a method of 
dealing with national emergency strikes with 
ultimate reliance on the “inherent powers” of 
the President; barred as an unfair labor prac- 
tice the use of certain secondary boycotts 
and jurisdictional strikes and provided for 
binding arbitration of these disputes when 
they arose between labor organizations; in- 
serted a “free speech for employers” clause, 
and provided for binding arbitration of dis- 
putes over existing agreements. 

In general, it was the program Truman pro- 
posed in his 1947 State of the Union message, 
and in his veto, overridden by Congress, of 
the 1947 Taft-Hartley Act. 


White House Told Writer 
President’s View Unchanged. 


That, in barest outline, is $till the program 
of the Truman Administration, although the 
election returns render it visionary. In his 
closing campaign speech at St. Louis, Truman 
spoke of getting rid of the “union-busting 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley law,” a phrase 
which could be read as a shift in his position 
from advocacy of repeal of the law to modi- 
fication of it. The writer was told at the 
White House the phrase was not intended in 
any such sense but only as a restatement of 
the prior Truman position. 

Although’ the Taft-Hartley issue may be 
quiescent for two years or longer, labor lead- 
ers will continue their efforts for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. Where it pinches them, 
chiefly, is around the edges. The big estab- 
lished labor unions—the United Mine Work- 
ers, the Steelworkers, the Automobile Work- 
ers, and the building trades unions of the 
American Federation of Labor, and many 
others, probably can live with or without any 
labor law, particularly in a period of full em- 
ployment such as we have had for most of 
the time since World War II. As a matter of 
practice the AFL unions still have their 
closed shops, in substance if not in form; the 
CIO unions in the mass production industries 
increasingly are winning union shops, ‘end so 
adding members, an unlooked for by-product 
of the Taft-Hartley law. 

Where unions have suffered is in expand- 
ing their movement among the unorganized, 
‘who comprise the greater part of the work- 
ing force.. This, they hold, results from a 
“new climate” in industrial relations intro- 
duced by the Taft-Hartley Act.

President Truman’s brow must be deeply 
wrinkled these days as he checks the list of 

Democratic Senators in the Eighty-second Cop- 

Because of the defeat of Senator Scott 
Lucas, a new and acceptable majority leader 
must be found. And this is not any easy task, 
assuming that the majority leader’s function is 
to be what it has been for the last 15 years or so. 

Virtually since the beginning of the New 
Deal, this titlé has been something of a misno- 
mer. More than anything else, the Democratic 
leader has been the representative of the White 
House in the Senate. His most important task 
has been to bring the President’s legislative 
program to Capitol Hill and to bend all his 
efforts to its adoption. This has been true under 
Truman as well as under Roosevelt. 

It may be argued that there were sessions in 
which the White House and most of the Demo- 
crats in the Senate were in fairly close accord. 
Under such circumstances, the majority leader’s 
position was relatively easy. But with the years, 
this became less and less true. 

The result was the anomalous role of Senator 
Lucas. In the Senate, he found himself as the 
chief advocate of. Administration proposals 
which did not command his sympathy and which 
he actually opposed on the stump. 

The defeat of several leading Northern Demo- 
crats in the Nov. 7 election and the consequent 
enhancement of the anti-Administration wing of 
the Democratic party obviously makes it more 
difficult than ever to find a man who can act 
as the President’s spokesman and also assert 
effective party leadership. 

There was a time in the United States when 
the majority leader was more clearly what his 
title implies. Arthur Krock of The New York 
Times cites, in connection with the House rather 
than the Senate, the case of Speaker Nicholas 
Longworth. He served, one might say, as the 
ambassador of the House Republicans to the 
White House. He spoke not with the voice of 
the President, but with that of Congress. 

Such a role, of course, leaves room for dis- 
agreement between the majority leader and 
the President. Its re-adoption would make it 
impossible for The Washington Post to continue 
to call the leader “a sort of errand boy for 
the White House.” But since President Truman 
already has announced his intention to resubmit 
virtually his entire Fair Deal program to the 
next Congress, he could hardly be happy over 
such a prospect.‘ And this would be true of 
almost any President. 

The problem is complicated by the very real 
fact that the President is, in Grover Cleveland’s 
words, “the tribune of the people.” He is the 
one man in Washington for whom everybody has 
had an opportunity to vote. In contrast, every 
Senator and every Representative speaks only 
with a regional mandate. ‘The pragmatic Amer- 
ican solution has been for Congress to raise its 
thinking to the level of the national interest— 
at least on major measures. But this does not 
necessarily mean agreement of the Democratic 
majority with the Democratic President. 

It leaves Mr. Truman worrying whether he 
will have a man in the Senate after the first of 
the year who can advocate his program and also 
command support for it. One way out would be 
for the President to accommodate his program 
to congressional desires. But apparently he 
wants to go to the voters in 1952 on the record 
of not having backed down. Senators, also with 
their eyes on 1952, are unwilling to support him 
all the way. 

The result, as Washington correspondents al- 
ready are predicting, may be the selection of a 
relatively inconspicuous Senator as majority 
ijeader. This might leave many a decision to the 
voters in 1952. But it might do the country no 
particular harm provided this indecision did not 
touch foteign affairs, the one field in which 
firmness of policy is essential.' 
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Legislators and Doctors 

The curators of the University of Missouri are 
to be congratulated on reaffirming their 1945 
decision to establish a four-year medical school 
at Columbia. But this decision has been long 
foreshadowed. The real task is to persuade 
the Legislature to accept it. This may be es- 
pecially difficult at a time when there is a well- 
justified trend against building operations of 
almost every sort. 

A medical school, however, ought to be high 
on the list of exceptions to such a rule. This 
is currently demonstrated by the difficulties en- 
countered by the armed services in recruiting 
enough medical men to meet their needs. This 
is a reflection of the general shortage of doctors. 

To say that the United States has more doc- 
tors in proportion to its population than any 
other country is not to say that we have enough. 
The training of more physicians and surgepns 
must be the first step toward the solution of 
other problems of medical care. 

Just because the shortage of medical men 
and medical facilities is most acute in rural 
areas, it makes more than ordinary sense to es- 
tablish the proposed school in Columbia, a cen- 
tral location admirably suited to the care of 
rural patients. 

Further, a doctor who receives his training in 
rural surroundings and encounters rural medical 
problems is more likely to undertake a rural 
practice. than is the graduate of a city school. 

These arguments, of course, have been pre- 
sented to the Legislature in every session since 
1945. They should now be presented in a man- 
ner impressive enough to lead to action.

& cloak-and-dagger atmosphere surrounds the 
removal of Maurice Thorez, French Communist 
leader, to Moscow for medical treatment. Not 
only is it not clear why he could not find com- 
petent care in Paris, a world center of medicine, 
but there also is a mystery about what is wrong 
with him.

Does this simply mean that Communist Thorez 
puts his faith in Communist medicine, that he 
looks forward to a vacation in one of those 
much-publicized Soviet rest havens, that he will 
pick up a little indoctrination on the latest 
bends in the party line, and that he will be 
back in France in due course? Or does it per- 
haps mean that France has seen the last of him, 


that he will die as more than one prominent . 


Communist has mysteriously died, and that the 
whole story is one for the pen of an Arthur 
Koestler? Is the Courier-Journal right in ask- 
ing: “Is the Kremlin about to kill Thorez?” 

The man has had his troubles of late. Mem- 
ership in the Communist party in France has 
fallen from a boasted 1,000,000 to an admitted 
700,000—and perhaps lower. When Thorez or 
dered the French dock workers not to unload 
military equipment from the United. States, the 
men defied him. And the Communists have 
suffered some thumping parliamentary defeats, 
And, earlier, the Kremlin found it necessary to 
rebuke him for nationalism no less than three 
times. In spite of abject recantations, he might 
be a Tito at heart. So it could be that Moscow 
feels a change in leadership is in order. 

If so, the Kremlin might find out that Thorez 
has been effective in France largely because he 
is so French, and that a good many French 
Communists might be even more independent oi 
the Kremlin. Independence is an old habit witt 
the French. Just because the Thorez story be- 
gins like a chapter in “Darkness at Noon” does 
not mean that it will end in the same pattern. 
But it is indicative of how far Russia has de- 
parted from the standards of the West that there 
should be such sinister conjectures. 
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A Tax Pledge Recalled 


Business groups are making a strong case for 
some other form of corporate taxation than the 
excess profits tax proposed by the Administra- 
tion. In the debate over methods, we hope Con- 
gress will not lose sight of the need for apply- 
ing the new tax to some portion of 1950 profits. 

Congress has, indeed, already committed itself 
to this principle. When the tax bill was being 
adopted last September, strong pressure arose 
in both houses for immediate imposition of an 
excess profits tax. Instead, Congress postponed 
action, but directed its committees to report a 
bill imposing this tax either late in 1950 or early 
in 1951. The agreement specifically stated that 
the profits tax, whenever finally agreed upon, 
should be retroactive to July 1 or October 1, 
1950. 

The justice of retroactivity was clear then 
and it is clear now. Individual income taxpayers 
began paying new higher rates on October lf 
and corporations should begin paying the special 
defense tax, whatever its form, as of the same 
date if not earlier. Corporation profits have 
increased enormously during the second half 
of the year, and the windfall is directly trace- 
able to the busidess boom set off by our 
entrance into a super-defense emergency follow- 
ing the war in Korea. 

To permit these 1950 profits to escape what- 
ever defense tax is finally agreed upon would 
violate the pre-election pledge of Congress and 
discriminate in favor of corporations. 
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Segregation for Everybody? 

The Southern Railway, evidently not wishing 
to comply with the ICC order ending racial seg- 
regation on its diners, had an idea. Maybe the 
racial segregation wouldn’t show up so much 
if they started segregating everybody else as 
well. So they ordered their stewards to stop 
practicing discrimination on Negroes alone, and 
start practicing it also on women, men, young 
people, elderly people and whites, which just 
about covers the subject. 

We don’t predict any great popularity for the 
plan. Our observation has been that men like 
to be seated with women, and go to great lengths 
to finagle it. We also’ observe that lots of 
women say they don’t care for other women’s 
company. The most ticklish situations, how- 
ever, are likely to arise when stewards start 
segregating age groups.

Everybody Is Talking Peace 


At the present moment, so far as one 
can hear above the din of explosives, 
everybody talks peace. The United Na- 
tions insist on peace. The Russians foam 
at the mouth with peace. 

Plainly, one of two things can happen 
—peace or war. That is to say, compara- 
tive peace (any state of affairs not involv- 
ing war with Russians) or full world war 
with Russians. 


A cautious oracle, assuming pink spec- 
tacles after a hearty breakfast, would con- 
sider the improbability of the latter by 
adducing these comforting reasons: 

1. The Russians think they are doing 
all right as it is. They figure that all they 
have to do is to sit still and their oppo- 
nents will defeat themselves.

The propaganda acrobatics need- 
ed to put the grown-up infant into reverse 
are a measure of the difficulty involved. 


Role of the Satellite 


3. The Russian leaders do not like big 
war, because they are not good at it. 
They would have given the skin off their 


by landing him into exhausting wars with 
Germans, Czechs, Bulgars, Hungarians, 
Romanians, Poles—anybody but Russians. 


4. The Americans do not like big war’ 


with the cards stacked against them. It is 
already evident that to rush into battle 
wherever and whenever Stalin puts up a 
stooge to fire a gun is not a very bright 
idea; and to bring things to a head by 
widening the trouble into full world war, 
on the assumption that the atom bomb 
would be decisive, would be risky, since 


its actual use, as against its threat, could 


be positively disadvantageous. 

5. Alternatives to world war are not yet 
fully exploited. The battle, Soviet-style, is 
of wits, not of arms, and so far Russia has 
an edge on the Western democracies. 

But Russia has not all the wits; neither 
has she bought up all the good traitors. 
The technique of “cancer aggression” can 
work either way. 


Ways to Keep the Kremlin Busy 


Russia is extremely sensitive to disunity, 
and enough of this commodity can be sup- 
plied to keep the Kremlin too busy for 
trouble-making. Opportunities for Machia- 
vellian circumambiency abound in the 
Ukraine, in Poland, in Romania, in Czecho- 
slovakia, etc. 


If dirty work is alien to the traditions 
of Western civilization, the effects of po- 
lite benevolence in building up Yugoslavia 
to strength and prosperity would be very 
disturbing to down-at-heel Hungary and 
Bulgaria. 


In China, Communism probably will 
take forms displeasing to Russia, what- 
ever happens. It is improbable that a 
people numbering 450,000,000, when or- 
ganized (as Mao now has a chance to or- 
ganize them), will take orders from 
Mother Moscow. 


How Far Man Has Come 


But, on the other hand, things may take 
a different turn altogether IF the inner 
ring at the Kremlin gets above itself and 
sets its planes and tanks moving across 
Europe or the Mideast; or IF some hot- 
head captures American public opinion 
and drops an atom bomb on Moscow to 
save time.

‘A Lusty Young Man

HE recovery and publica- 


tion of James  Boswell’s 
~ “London Journal” has 
cfeated an understandable 
flurry among bibliophiles, stu- 
dents of English literature, de- 
votees of Dr. Johnson, special- 
ists in the lore of the eighteenth 
century and particular addicts 
of the autobiographical form. 
The “Journal” is part of a Bos- 
well miscellany unearthed in a 
Scottish castle. An.even more 
extensive collection of Bog 
well’s papers were located at 
Malahide Castle in Ireland and 
purchased by an American con- 
noisseur. The whole lot is now 
owned by Yale University. 

The story of how these papers 
were tracked down and brought 
~—so to speak—into the public 
domain is ardently set forthina 
preface to the “Journal” by 
Christopher Morley. It has the 
fascinating quality of a mystery- 
and-adventure tale which indeed 
it is; and the preface, together 
with the Editor’s Introduction, 
will prepare even the least in- 
formed reader for an apprecia- 
tive understanding of the pages 
to follow. 

It is plainly apparent that the 
Journal, and the even more ex- 
tensive autobiographical writ- 
ings to appear later, will force 
a thorough reappraisal of Bos- 
well as a literary figure. Even 
by itself the Journal makes it 
impossible to think of Boswell 
as merely an appendage of the 
monumental Dr. Johnson. And 
the famous “Life of Samuel 
Johnson” the most celebrated 
biography in English, will un- 
doubtedly be read anew with a 
special susceptibility to what it 
says about the author.

HE former has presented us, 
T aster 200 years, with a de- 
scription of eighteenth cen- 
tury London that brings the 
scene to glowing. life. His 
power of observation is ex- 
traordinary and his communica- 
tion is fresh and witty and has 
the ring of veracity. 

On one of his good days Bos- 
well makes the following entry: 
“I think there is a blossom 
about me of something more 
distinguished than the general- 
ity of mankind.” And at an- 
other time he says: “How easily 
and cleverly do I write now! 
I am really pleased with my- 
self; words come skipping to me 
like lambs upon Moffatt*Hill.” 

Both observations are true.

No secrets of the craft are

ITH nearly 1000 photo- 
W ceravn: and sketches (some 

in color) winnowed out of 
500,000 by a staff of “Time” 
and “Life” editors, this bulky 
pictorial history of World War 
II is well presented for public 
consumption. The accompany- 
ing text is a result of collabo- 
ration between Robert Sherrod, 
a “Time-Life” war correspond- 
ent, and John Dos _ Passos, 
novelist and reporter. It covers 
the war all the way from Hit- 
ler’s smashing attack on Po- 
land to the Japanese surrender 
aboard the U.S.S. Missouri six 
years later. 

Politics are disregarded and 
personalities played down with 
general emphasis on the wea- 
pons of warfare and the un- 
known pawns who use them 
against each other. Each of the 
12 sections into which the book 
is divided is headed by a map 
that spotlights the particular 
part of the globe with which 
the section deals. After the 
map, comes a full page photo- 
graph emphasizing the motif 
or theme of the section. Bn- 
suing pictures and drawings 
develop the action. The ac- 
companying text (there are 
about 80,000 words) is well in- 
tegrated with the pictoral mat- 
ter and is fairly free of the 
irksome style of Luce writing.

HE literary bombshell of 
T 1949 was the award to ex- 

patriate, . treasonous, de- 
mented -Ezra Pound, on the 
“Pisan Cantos” 
(written while Pound was in 
detention at a prison camp 
near Pisa, Italy), of the Library 
of Congress-Bollingen Foun- 
dation $1000 prize for “the 
highest | achievement of Ameri- 
can poetry in 1948.” Editorial 
and public reaction was imme- 
diate and impassioned. Robert 
Hillyer’s two articles — “Trea- 
son’s Strange Fruit” and 
“Poetry’s New Priesthood’— 
in the “Saturday Review of 
Literature” for June 11 and 18, 
1949, lit the fire of a contro- 
versy that for heat and glare 
had few parallels in our time, 
and that, by pillorying Pound's 
ultimate deviation from his 
American background (he 
broadcast Axis propaganda dur- 
ing the war), eclipsed the hon- 
orable record of his long years 
of devotion and service to lit-« 
erature. 

In view of the facts that 
have blackened the last ten 
years of Pound’s existence, it 
is only fair that we remind 
ourselves of his previous thir- 
ty years’ activity as poet, critic, 
editor, translator, discoverer 
and encourager of promising 
writers, and crusader for un- 
trammeled literature. 

If the times and the toll of 
totalitarianism permit the lux- 
ury of disinterestedness, “‘The 
Letters of Ezra Pound, 1907- 
1941” should doeument most 
convincingly the man’s. admi- 
rable service to writers and 
writing, his “vast effort to 
create, a milieu in which art 
could exist” (he left the United 
States in 1907, convinced that 
it was inimical to the artist). 

* os . 

HESE are not letters of the 
T sam so often collected. 

They do not teem with wit- 
ty grace notes, malicious 
asides, descriptive bravura, 
biographical curiosa (what he 
scornfully called “laundry 
lists”), and the like. They are 
singlemindedly aimed at the 
vast if dimly outlined target of 
art, which was for him “a kind 
of life, a life which kept one’s 
‘private life,’ inthe ordinary 
sense, to a minimum.” And 
they are addressed to any and 
all who are not “too cowardly 
to learn what perfection 
means”—whether editors like 
Harriet Monroe or “les jeunes” 
like Marianne Moore and Agnes 
Bedford. 

He wrote willingly, wisely, 
warningly, sometimes angrily 
but always out of a passionate 
regard for the work of art as a 
thing to be done superlatively. 

The creative art was his re- 
ligion. Imagine his feelings 
when, in 1916, he wrote to Pro- 
fessor Felix Schelling of the 
University of Pennsylvania 
(where, in 1906, he won his 
M.A.) suggesting the setting up 
of a “fellowship given for crea- 
tive ability regardless _ of 
whether the man had arty uni- 
versity degree whatsoever,” 
naming Carl Sandburg as a 
candidate, and was told in a 
reply that “the university is 
not here for the exceptional 
man.”

ceptional men and women op- 
portunity for expression was a 
question Pound faced up to 
continuously during all the 
years of his prime. When the 
Guggenheim Foundation was 
announced in 1925, he wrote to 
Simon Guggenheim, acclaiming 
the conditions of the awards 
and naming T. S. Eliot, George 
Antheil, and Marianne Moore 
as worthy candidates. This was 
his characteristic action in nu- 
merous “flagrant cases of men 
of unusual ability hampered, 
infamously hampered, by fi- 
nancial stress, while hundreds 
of mediocrities swallowed up 
America’s heavy endowments.”

H. G. Wells 


SEVEN SCIENCE FICTION NOVELS

N his understanding of many 
| airceren fields Herbert 

George Wells might be clas- 
sified as a synthesist, one of 
the few men who have been 
able to combine knowledge 
from many fields into a co- 
herent and understandable 
whole. His very readable “Out- 
line of History” is familiar to 
every history student; his 
“Science of Life” is probably 
the most encompassing and 
fascinating outline of biology 
ever written for the layman, 
and whatever his subject, 
Wells is a master story teller. 
It is this power of narration 
that places his books high in 
whatever field he wrote, and 
nowhere is this more true than 
in science fiction.

science is greater, many who

An 
anthology of Wells including 
seven of his novels is welcome, 
particularly in a ggpre having 
as few really good writers as 
science fiction. 

Best known of the antholo- 
gy’s novels is “The War of the 
Worlds,” the dramatization of 
which by Orson Welles gave a 
real indication for the first 
time of radio’s power of propa- 


ganda. “The Invisible Man,” 
the second novel, as a story 
carfies considerable more so- 
cial significance and believabili- 
ty than the film that was baséd 
on it.

of Oklahoma assured themselves

Few among an estimated 47,000 
spectators, believed to be the

Face Wind at Start, Too. 

This one was really no contest 
from the time Oklahoma’s co- 
captains won the pre-game toss 
that gave the Red Wreckers 
choice of receiving the kickoff or 
defending the south goal. from 
which winds reported at 20 to 30 
miles an hour surged into the 
Sooners’ horseshoe-shaped stadi- 
um.

A mallard hen was wheeling 
in the wind, apparently undecided 
whether to set her wings. It 
made another turn and whipped 
in front of the blind. 

Quickly we stood and “Bang! 
Bang!” A dead duck plopped in 
the water. 

It may have been just one of 
those days but the shooting at 
Batchtown, Ill, was all that 
could be expected, especially for 
a public hunting area. 

Ducks sped in and out of the 
adjoining federal refuge the day 
long, some flying very high and 
others so low hunters convinced 
themselves their shots -were a 
protective measure. 

The weather was perfect—for 
ducks: Very cold, windy, with oc- 
casional flurries of snow. So 
penetrating was the wind, partic- 
ularly during the long boat ride 
to the blind that two suits of 
underwear, wool shirt, hunting 
vest, sweater and hunting jacket 
just weren't emough. 

Talking Like Ducks Helps. 

In a nearby blind Charley Hop- 
kins and his partner were talk- 
ing to the birds in real duck 
language. 

A flight would be going by, 
fairly high and fast. From Char- 
ley’s blind would come a clear 
“quaaaack—quack, quack!” or at 
times a sound like birds chuckling. 

One could see the ducks slow, 
look at-.one another and say: 
“Whoa, fellows, where do you 
think we’re going? Did you hear 
that?” 

Often the birds would turn and 
drop among the decoys at our 
neighbors’ blind. Before 11 o’clock 
in the morning, the hunters next 
door had their limit. 

We had good shooting but not 
that good. For one thing, our 
duck call developed laryngitis or 
something shortly after we ar- 
rived and refused to work the 
rest of the day. Perhaps it was 
just as well because silence is 
preferable to talking to the birds 
with an accent. 

Singles—But No Flights. 

At times We would notice the 
ducks flare as they approached 
the blind, despite our efforts to 
keep out of sight and to shield 
the gun barrels. This difficulty 
ended when Floyd Kringer, IIli- 
nois conservation department 
biologist who seems to have 
Batchtown running smoothly this 
year, suggested the pickup boat 
near the blind was too much in 
the open. Brush provided the 
necessary camouflage. 

Although the birds were on the 
move constantly, no flights came 
close enough to the blind for a 
shot—only singles. Dowd, who 
learned to shoot in the FBI but 
now goes after criminals through 
the circuit attorney’s office, spun 
and nicely bagged a mallard ap- 
proaching from the rear. 

We collaborated in dropping a 
big drake off to the right. Two 
ducks, one following a few min- 
utes behind the other, veered in 


front of the blind within shooting 


range and we opened up like the 
U.S.S. Missouri. Unlike the tar- 
gets of the big battleship, how- 
ever, these ducks got away, 
thumbing their bills with their 
wings. 

55 Hunters Bag 83 Birds. 

However, five other ducks, in- 
cluding a second mallard drake, 
weren’t so lucky and were added 
to the bag. As Kringer pointed 
out, the birds seem to be a little 
heavier this year. One of ours 
weighed 2%4 pounds, dressed.

clock would point at 1 p.m. 

A mallard hen was wheeling 
in the wind, apparently undecided 
whether. to set her wings. It 
made another turn and whipped 
in front of the blind. 

Quickly we stood and “Bang! 


Bang!” A dead duck plopped in 
the water. 

It may have been just one of 
those days but the shooting at 
Batchtown, Ill, was all that 
could be expected, especially for 
a public hunting area. 

Ducks sped in and out of the 
adjoining federal refuge the day 
long, some flying very high and 
others so low hunters convinced 
themselves their shots -were a 
protective measure. 

The weather was perfect—for 
ducks: Very cold, windy, with oc- 
casional flurries of snow. So 
penetrating was the wind, partic- 
ularly during the long boat ride 
to the blind that two suits of 
underwear, wool shirt, hunting 
vest, sweater and hunting jacket 
just weren’t ewough. 

Talking Like Ducks Helps. 

In a nearby blind Charley Hop- 
kins and his partner were talk- 
ing to the birds in real duck 
language. 

A flight would be going by, 
fairly high and fast. From Char- 
ley’s blind would come a clear 
“quaaaack—quack, quack!” or at 
times a sound like birds chuckling. 

One could see the ducks slow, 
/look at.one another and say: 
“Whoa, fellows, where do you 
think we’re going? Did you hear 
that?” 

Often the birds would turn and 
drop among the decoys at our 
neighbors’ blind. Before 11 o’clock 
in the morning, the hunters next 
door had their limit. 

We had good shooting but not 
that good. For one thing, our 
duck call developed laryngitis or 
something shortly after we ar- 
rived and refused to work the 
rest of the day. Perhaps it was 
just as well because silence is 
preferable to talking to the birds 
with an accent. 

Singles—But No Flights. 

At times we would notice the 
ducks flare as they approached 
the blind, despite our efforts to 
keep out of sight and to shield 
the gun barrels. This difficulty 
ended when Floyd Kringer, Illi- 
nois conservation department 
biologist who seems to have 
Batchtown running smoothly this 
year, suggested the pickup boat 
near the blind was too much in 
the open. Brush provided the 
necessary camouflage. 

Although the birds were on the 
move constantly, no flights came 
close enough to the blind for a 
shot—only singles. Dowd, who 
learned to shoot in the FBI but 
now goes after criminals through 
the circuit attorney's office, spun 
and nicely bagged a mallard ap- 
proaching from the rear. 

We collaborated in dropping a 
big drake off to the right. Two 
ducks, one following a few min- 
utes behind the other,’ veered in 


‘front of the blind within shooting 


range and we opened up like the 
U.S.S. Missouri. Unlike the tar- 
gets of the big battleship, how- 
ever, these ducks got away, 
thumbing their bills with their 
wings. 

55 Hunters Bag 83 Birds.

weren’t so lucky and were added 7 


to the bag. As Kringer pointed 
out, the birds seem to be a little 
heavier this year. One of ours 
weighed 234 pounds, dressed.

MYTH OR OTHERWISE? 
No ‘Otherwise’ to It, Says Harried Air Force— 


‘They Do Not Exist, They Just Do Not Exist'— 
Still Investigating Numerous Reports of Them 


(Editor’s note: The United 
States Air Force is still in- 
vestigating-reports of flying 
saucers, despite an an- 
nouncement that its efforts 
to hunt down the mysteri- 
ous objects were abandoned. 
To find the true story of the

é6 "VE seen: a lot of fly- 
| ing saucers,” calmly 
remarked Col. Harold 
E. Watson, the Air Force’s 
foremost authority on the 
controversial subject. 
“Plenty of them,” the in- 
telligence chief of Wright 
Field’s air materiel com- 
mand went on, with the 
weariness of a man who has 
told a story too often. “And 
I’ve chased after them in 
the Air Force’s fastest pro- 
peller-driven plane, the F- 
51. Caught them, too. 


“And every single saucer 
turned out to be the sun 
shining off the wing or body 
of a distant DC-4, or a jet, 
or a weather balloon, or it 
was a reflection off a water 
tank, or something else that 
is readily explainable. 

“I don’t know what it 
takes to convince the pub- 
lic,” he said; not without a 
note of despair. “But there 
are no such things as flying 
saucers. They don’t exist. 
They just don’t exist!” 

We asked him how he ac- 
counted for the increasing 
number of persons who re- 
port their alleged observa- 
tion of objects of non-astro- 
nomical origin streaking 
through the skies. 

“We are going through a 
seasonal hallucination,” he 
explained. “We've kept a 
careful check on these pe- 
riods of mass illusion. They 
reach peaks shortly after 
some unusual stir in the 
saucer field. The two arti- 
cles that appeared in True 
magazine caused jumps on 
the graph. Henry J. Tay- 
lor’s broadcast caused 
another. 

“The most recent jump 
was the result of Frank 
Scully’s book, ‘Behind the 
Flying Saucers, which 
made me ill after 15 pages. 
The series you plan to write 
will cause still another out- 
break of saucer stories — 
even though you reverse 
the field and tell the peo- 
ple the absolute truth: that 
it’s a lot of damned non- 
sense.” 

Col. Watson stated with 
emphasis that at the end 
of almost every flying sau- 
cer report that can be 
tracked down stands a 
crackpot, a religious crank, 
a publicity hound, or a 
malicious practical joker. 
Pranksters actually have 
gone to the trouble of 
building and then destroy- 
ing bizarre gadgets which 
they at first swore had 
landed in their yards or 
farms from outer space.

‘COL. WATSON revealed 
that even Wright Field re- 
cently hadja saucer “alert.” 
A radar operator at the field 
picked up a curiously shaped 
object on his screen short- 
ly after a farmer had tele- 
phoned the field that he 
had spotted a saucer head- 
ed that way. Jets were im- 
mediately dispatched. As 
they neared it, the ratio

Bangs disease, which causes undulant fever in 
humans when they-drink milk from infected cattle and causes 
the cows themselves to drop their calves premeturely, has 
caused heavy losses in our county the past few years.

@ THERE IS GOOD EVIDENCE that it may be a nutritional 
disease which attacks cattle that graze on pastures depleted of 
mineral elements necessary for health and reproduction. We've 
never experienced a case at Possum Trot, yet the inoculation 
seems a worthwhile precaution. Blackleg is another infectious 
disease that attacks young cattle; its course is so rapid that the 
animals are often dead within a few hours of showing symp- 
toms. Fortunately, the inoculation against it has been per- 
fected, so that if young stock are vaccinated twice during the 
first year they are comparatively safe. 
* * * 
The day was cold and windy and with sometimes 
four operations to perform on each calf and’ heifer, 
and two dozen head to be treated, we had an after- 
noon’s work on our hands. So far, I’ve never seen 
the perfect set-up of pens, chutes and stanchions for 
handling the animals on a beef cattle farm. But ours 
are on the way to perfection and with four of us work- 
ing, everything went well. Visitors came twice, to 
whom I could no more than say “hello”; but by 4 
o’clock we'd finished and were having a welcome cup 
of hot coffee beside the kitchen stove..

They Have Squared Off for Long 
Legal Battle Over Missing Jewels— 
Marie de Marliave Is Charged With 
Selling $285,000 Worth Unlawfully 


PARIS, Nov. 18 (INS). 


IFTY-SIX - year-old Countess 

Marie Therese de Marliave, 

noted amateur horsewoman, 
is languishing in a Paris jail 
jail today, awaiting trial in one of 
the most bizarre missing jewel 
cases to emerge from the confu- 
sion of World War II. 

Her adversary is Countess 
Yvonne de la Rochefoucauld, 
whose husband, Count Bernard de 
la Rochefoucauld, died in a Ger- 
man prison camp during the war. 
Countess Yvonne herself was tor- 
tured and narrowly escaped cre- 
mation at Ravensbruck. 

Wig-wearing Countess de Mar- 
liave—she is losing her hair—is 
in 
jewels entrusted to her for safe- 
keeping by Count Bernard just 
before he and his wife’ were ar- 
rested by the Gestapo in Paris for 
resistance activities. 

Trial of the case is expected in 
four or five months. Meanwhile 
Robert Chochon, Countess de Mar- 
liave’s attorney, hopes to get her 
out of jail under. a grant of “pro- 
visional liberty.” 

Conflicting statements cloud the 
case and probably will -not be 
cleared up until the trial is held. 
One of these conflicts involves the 
true relationship between Count 
Bernard and Countess de Mar- 
liave. 

Countess Yvonne claims her late 
husband and Countess de Mar- 
liave were merely casual acquaint- 
ances. But Chochon states his 
client was a “close friend and con- 
fidante” of Count Bernard. 

Count and Countess de la 
Rochefoucauld joined the Resist- 
ance early in the war—in 1940 
—and for more than two and a 
half years successfully matched 
wits with the Gestapo. They did 
dangerous radio and liaison work 
with parachutists, gathered intel- 
ligence reports and _ sheltered 
English officers. 

But Countess Yvonne told me 
that she and her husband began 
to encounter serious trouble in 
the first week of July 1943. In 
that one week, she said, 43 of 
their comrades were arrested. A 
leak apparently had developed in 
the resistance nets to which they 
belonged. 

“Bernard was very worried 
about the family jewels, worth 
about $285,000, and some impor- 
tant family papers relating to our 
properties and the inheritance,” 
she said. “At all costs he wanted 
to keep the Germans from getting 
their: hands on them—if humanly 


- possible.” 


The Countess related how her 
husband desperately tried to find 
a close friend to whom he eould 
confide the jewels and papers 
until the “heat” was turned off, 
But no one was in town. 

Many of their friends were ei- 
ther prisoners of war, out of the 
country or at least out of Paris 
in the middle of the summer, 
Countess Yvonne said.

HE Germans had taken their 
T car and all travel in public 

conveyances was suspect — to 
say nothing of transporting sev- 
eral ‘hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewelry. 

It was while he was frantically 
casting about for some way to 
safeguard the. jewels and papers 
that Count Bernard accepted a 
suggestion to turn them over to

A few days later in the Gestapo 
prison at Fresnes, Countess 
Yvonne and her husband, both 
manacled, passed each other in 
the hall.

capital where before the war she 
and her husband had spent six 
months of each year in the cos- 
mopolitan swirl of society—and 
six months at their ancestral 
home in Normandy, the stately 
Chateau de Versainville built 
during the reign of the Sun King, 
Louis XIV. 


But in 1945, Versainville lay in 
ruins, razed by the fierce fight- 
ing that ravaged Normandy.

She 
resumed the practice of medicine, 
leading a completely retired so- 
cial life. 

Time passed—and none of her

“For my defiance I was sent to 


the bottom of the ladder, the ae 
fertilizer gang, the step before “—) am 


the crematory,” she related. “We ~ 


had to mix human excretion and 
the cinders of our cremated com- 
rades with our bare hands. 


“After I had been on that gang 
for six months one of the guards 
taunted me. 


“Well, Countess and doctor, 
how do you like it here?’ 

“I’m neither a Countess nor a 
doctor here,’ I replied. ‘I'm a 
prisoner.’ 

“Slated for the cretmatory, I 
was made the subject..of some 
typical Nazi medical tortures. 


They gave me 32 injections of © 


typhus virus, as a result of which 
I lost my right eye and right 
lung. Only one thing kept me 
alive. That was the belief that I'd 
find my husband. again. 

“I was down with typhus when 
we were liberated by a Swedish 
Red Cross medical unit on April 
29, 1945. It wasn’t until then that 
I learned Bernard had died in a 
camp in Flossenburg on June 5, 
1944, one day before the Allied 
landings in Normandy, Weakened. 
by. malnutrition and frightfully 
unhealthy living conditions in his 


‘eamip, he contracted tuberculosis 


after being forced to work bare- 
footed in the snow. on 
“And, as far as I knew at that 


‘time, he took the secret of the 


whereabouts of the jewels with 
Aim to the grave.

close friends made any.move to 
return the jewels. No hint of 
their whereabouts came to her 
from any quarter. The fate of

Countess Yvonne he asked her if 
she had recovered her jewels. 

“But how did you know about 
them?” she astonished.

gave her the first real clue in the 
case, She quoted him as saying: 

“IT was with Count Bernard 
when he died. He told me he gave 
the jewels to Countess Marie The- 
rese de Marliave for safe-keeping 
before his arrest.” 


Armed with this information, 


Countess Yvonne said, she went to 
the police for a third time. They 
interrogated the former deportee 
who had given her the tip—and 
began watching Countess Marie 
Therese.

OMMISSIONER Le Clere and 

Inspectors Margenaux and Cha- 

vican compared the results of 
their inquiries. They concluded 
the life Countess de Marliave was 
leading was out of proportion to 
her means—reported to be an al- 
lowance of $285 a month from 
her estranged husband. 

Countess de Marliave spent 
most of her time at her villa 
“Fontenis” at Bois-le-Roi, only oc- 
casionally coming to her Paris res- 


idence in the fashionable 16th 


arrondissement, 

Since Paris police could not 
legally operate in the Department 
of Seine et Marne outside Paris 
where the villa “Fontenis” is situ- 
ated, Commissioner Samson of the 
First Mobile Brigade was assigned 
to help Commissioner Le Clere. 


The two men worked separate- 
ly but stayed in contact with each 
other. They questioned servants 
of the Countess de Marliave. 
After hesitating a long time, a 
maid admitted having seen both 
the strongbox and the jewels in 
the Countess’s room. 

At 10 a.m. Oct. 9, Commissioner 
Samson’s black, front-whee}-drive 
sedan cut off Countess de Mar- 
liave’s luxurious $6000 roadster. 
He asked her to return to her 
villa with him while he made a 
search. 


Countess de Marliave asserted 
that “this is an outrage” but gave 
in and accompanied him, insist- 
ing that “things like this just 
aren’t done.” | 

But\ when the strongbox was 
found \to contain an old cameo 
necklace for which the Countess 
de la Rochefoucauld had the bill 
of sale, Countess de Marliave ad- 
mitted the Ceunt de la Roche- 
foucauld had given her. the 
jewels and the papers. 


According to police she claimed 


he had said to her at the time: 


“If I don’t return for these 
within a week it will mean that 
I am dead. Burn the papers and 
dispose of the jewels as.you wish, 
but, above all, don’t let them get 
back to my family.” 

So far there has been no fur- 
ther public explanation of Count 
de la Rochefoucald’s purported 
instructions that the jewels were 
not to be returned to his family. 

The Countess de Marliave 
claimed she was within her rights 
in selling the jewels. She said 
she gave them to Sarlin, the an- 
tique dealer, who assertedly sug- 
gested that Count Bernard turn 
them over to Countess de Mar- 
liave for safe-keeping. 

According to Countess de Mar- 
liawe’s story to police, Sarlin sold 
part of the jewels and gave her 
the equivalent of about $200 in 
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cash. Sarlin, who also is in jail 
pending further inquiry, denies 


- this. He said he saw a few jewels 


in her strongbox but never had 
them in his possession, and hence 
never sold any of them. 


Meanwhile no trace has been 
found of the jewels save the 
cameo necklace. The ancient 
(1826) parchment bill of sale for 
this piece was returned to Coun- 
tess Yvonne along with some other 
papers taken from her by the 
Germans at the time of her arrest. 


Countess de Marliave said she 
burned the papers given her by 
Count Bernard in accordance with 
his instructions. But Countess 
Yvonne said flatly she is not con- 
vinced of the truth of this. 


The other side of the picture 
was given by Robert Chochon, 
Countess de . Marliave’s lawyer. 
He said his client had been a 
“close friend and confidante” of 
the Count de la Rochefoucauld 
for years. 


Although there is no written 
proof of her “intimate connection” 
with the late Count, Chochon said, 
“common knowledge of their re- 
lationship” should be sufficient to 
convince the three magistrates. 


According to Chochon, Count de 
la Rochefoucauld told Countess de 
Marliave when he handed her 
the jewels: 


“Take care of these. If I get 
into trouble or die, see that nei- 
an my wife nor my family get 

em.” 


Chochon also asserted that 
Count Bernard, while in a con- 
centration camp, told a fellow- 
prisoner: 


“T have entrusted my jewels to 
an old friend of whom no one will 
think.” 


According to Chochon this 
would suggest that de la Roche- 
foucauld had no intention of re- 
turning the jewels to his wife. 
The fellow-prisoner will appear 
in court as a witness, Chochon 

Countess de Marliave never 
considered the jewels “overly 
beautiful or valuable” and con- 
sidered it her “right” to sell 
them for what she could get after 
de la Rochefoucauld’s death, Cho- 
chon added. | 

Chochon insisted that when Sar- 
lin was asked to sell the jewels 
by Countess de Marliave, he re- 
turned only about $200 to her. 
When first questioned by police, 
Sarlin allegedly said he had never 
seen any of the jewels in question, 
but later admitted he had seen 
a “few,” while: maintaining he 
never sold any of them. 

Chochon also asserted Countess 
de Marliave would have no real 
motive for embezzling the jewels. 
He described her as “one of the 
richest women in France.” He said 
she owns large Jand holdings in 
the Vendee region of western 
France and one of the most beau- 
tiful properties in that area, the 
historic Chateau de Tournelay.

OU’D think Bill Drury would 

be a hard man to murder. 

In 26 years of sleuthing for 
the Chicago police force he 
sought out every chance to slug 
it out with mobsters. They knew 
him as “the watchdog of the 
Loop” and they hated him be- 
cause he was wise to their shad- 
owy ways. : 

A six-footer who once thought 
of making boxing his career, he 
still had an athlete’s trim phy- 
sique at 47. Matching his brawn 
was a brain that knew no fear. 
Quite possibly, former Police 
Lieut.. Willia J. Drury knew 
more than anyone about “the 
syndicate” once ruled by Al Ca- 
pone. He lived With it all his 
adult life. He seemed dedicated 
to its eradication. 


But soft-spoken Bill Drury, the 
handsome Irish cop who appeared 
to have a who's who of every 
hoodlum at his fingertips, had an 
Achilles heel that must have de- 
lighted his killers. He was a 
creature of habit. 

Every morning he had the 
juice of a lemon in a glass of hot 
water with his two soft-boiled 
eggs, two slices of toast and two 
cups of coffee. The menu never 
varied. At night he drank a 
glass of warm’ milk before going 
to bed. Every afternoon he had 
a workout at the Olympic Club 
that always lasted two and a half 
On Sunday he always ate 
dinner at 5 p.m. If his wife 
called him five minutes earlier, 
he’d check his watch and say: 
“No, honey, it isn’t time yet.” 


Weekday evenings you could 
always depend on Drury to come 
home around 6:30 o’clock. Before 
driving his Cadillac into the un- 
lighted alley behind the narrow 
frame garage back of his home, 
he always stopped to buy dough- 
nuts and ice cream. His wife can- 
not remember that they ever had 
anything but ice cream for dessert. 

On the night of Monday, Sept. 
25, nothing seemed to be in the 
air to jar the deceptive calm of 
Drury’s routine. Shortly after 5 
o'clock, his workout finished 
right on schedule, the private de- 
tective and Rudy Hoffman, his 
friend and trainer, left the club 
on West .Randolph street, went 
into a restaurant and each had 
a large glass of orange juice. 
Drury hardly ever touched any- 
thing stronger. ©

By 1924 Bill had changed his 
mind about a career in the ring 
and joined the police force in- 
stead.

For years he was 
on the pickpocket detail, but by 
1929 he was a detective assigned 
to such spectacular cases as the 
St. Valentine’s day massacre in 
which seven men. were cut down 
by gangland bullets on an open 
city street. That was the. year

Chicago’s most courageous cop. 
In the course of his stormy po- 
lice career Drury also received 
six extra compensations and six 
mentions for outstanding work. 

His contempt for hoodlums was 
abiding. 

“A coward dies a thousand 
times, a hero dies once,” he used 
to tell his wife. It wasn’t quite 
the way Shakespeare had written 
it in “Julius Caesar,” but Bill 
Drury meant it anyway. 

On June 24, 1946, James M.

Two of Drury’s witnesses re- 
canted after naming three under- 
world figures as Ragen’s killers. 
The third witness, a Negro laun- 
dry sorter with a long criminal 
record, was shot to death in a 
street brawl. Drury and Connelly 
were asked to appear before the 
grand jury in connection with the 
case. They did, but they refused 
to sign waivers of immunity. 

The affair never has been 
completely explained. It is one 
of those perennial mysteries that 
keep cropping up in the dreary 
annals of Chicago crime and poli- 
tics. 

At any rate, the two officers 
were dismissed from the force. 
They sued and made numerous 
appeals. The United States Su- 
preme Court would not hear the 
case, but when Drury was killed 
their attorney was still trying to 


revive it. 
Q nelly became reporter-investi- 
gators for the Chicago Herald- 
American. After two years they 
split up (“I never went for that 
stuff,” Connelly told me) and Bill 
went into business as a private 
detective. His home became his 
office. ; 
Investigators who had dealings 
with Drury as a reporter and pri- 
vate eye never failed to be 
amazed at the variety of his 
sources of information. It seemed 
as if every time you wanted to 
know when a certain hoodlum 
had stayed in a certain hotel in 
Peoria—or Milwaukee, or most 
anywhere else—Bill would mere- 
ly go to the telephone, call a 
humbere ask and usually receive 
detailed information. Sometimes 
he’d identify himself by saying 
“This is Bill” when he had a 
source on the telephone. Other 
times he'd just ask the question. 
The sources knew his voice as 
well as they knew their own. 


The week before he died he 
showed up each afternoon at 
Rudy Hoffman’s place, as always. 
He was as meticulous as ever, 
When he changed into his hand- 
ball suit (it had to be washed 
twice weekly) he took off his 
Rosary and kissed it. He kissed 
it again later when he put it on 
again.

ods. Fewer steps are involved, 
the machinery is less cumbersome 
and the costs, as a consequence, 
are reduced all along the line. 
This, in turn, makes it possible 
for the small, independent oper- 
ator to enter the field either in 
the hope of making a little money 
without risking a large investment 
or to satisfy a predominantly cul- 
tural motive. 


The latter is certainly the case 
with many independents. The 
Haydn Society, for instance, has 
assigned itself the task of reviv- 
ing the neglected part of the 
Haydn literature which, in effect, 
means the greater part. In. prose- 
cuting this mission the Society 
has recorded many works that 
will have little interest to any 
save scholars, specialists, students 
and collectors. If the latter were 
the sole beneficiaries of the So- 
ciety’s activity it would still be 
a highly commendable enterprise. 
But many, perhaps the greater 
number, of the Society’s records 
are intrinsically valuable for the 
immediate pleasure they give. 
And they have also driven home 
the fact that the selective process 
of time is not always unerring; 
that compositions which have 
dropped out of the standard rep- 
ertory are not necessarily inferior 
to those that have stayed in. 

x « * 


ALL OF HAYDN’S WORKS 
are relatively neglected and for 
reasons that do not reflect on 
their quality or their staying 
power. Most symphony orchestras 
play in large halls where the 
more delicate values. of the 
Eighteenth Century symphonies 
can not be served as well as the 
big scale works of Beethoven, 
Brahms, Wagner and others. A 
Haydn symphony doesn’t fit quite 
as easily into a program and is 
not as effective dynamically (or 
physiologically) as the Nineteenth 
Century favorites. Frequent per-/ 
formance, of course, plays an im- 
portant part in establishing . 
piece as a favorite. 

The works of other composers 
are debarred from frequent per- 
formance on live programs for 
these and other reasons. They are 
not only too specialized in their 
appeal, too archaic perhaps, but 
in many instances they require a 
magnitude of resotirces that are 
beyond the ordinary musical or- 
ganization. The Berlioz Requiem, 
for example, needs 190 instru- 
ments and 210 voices with addi- 
tional timpani and brass choirs 
for the “Tuba mirum.” The Hein- 
rich Schutz Christmas Cantata is 
in the category of limited appeal; 
but even the latter has an au- 
dience if it can be reached. It 
was reached with a recording of 


the Schutz cantata—to mention a/} 


single case—produced by R.E.B. 
records which had a satisfactory 
sale throughout the country.

Newest recruits 
of the “big name” personalities 
are Helen Morgan, winner of one 
of the American Fashion Critics 
Awards, and Dorris Varnum, who 
was given a Fashion “Academy 
Award for her talent. 

Miss Morgan, who is tall, wil- 


lowy and a perfect model for the 
clothes she designs has become 
identified with Rice-Stix, as exec- 
utive designer for Claire Tiffany 
and Irma Hill dresses, featuring 
especially a new line of tall 
types. Miss Varnum, who is blond, 
petite and as sophisticated in ap- 
pearance as the youthful themes 
she originates is appearing in the 
role of “Carole King” for the For- 
est City Manufacturing Co. Each 
has created her first collection 
here, their finished products un- 
der the St. Louis. labels having 
been shown during the past two 
weeks to visiting retailers. 


*The move to St. Louis of these 
two widely-known, nationally-rec- 
ognized designers who are willing 
to doff the mantle of publicity to 
work under the anonymity ¢éf the 
local brand names is regarded as 
significant of a new trend in 
fashion circles and of the appeal 
of this style center. Both have 
attained success in New York and 
in California, with varied types 
of apparel to their credit but 
with the youthful emphasis dom- 
inent. 

The versatile interests and abili- 
ties of Miss Morgan # bets demon- 
strated*at the firgt shOwing of her 
new tall girl sainions when she 
took the runway to model them 
herself. Five feet, nine inches tall, 
she knew the proportions a tall 
person needed and wanted to 
demonstrate the selling points of 
the garments. She started her 
career as a model for New York 
houses so easily remembered all 
of the little tricks of showing a 
dress to best advantage. 

A Virginian by birth, a New 
Yorker by adoption, Helen Taylor 
Morgan is in private life, Mrs. 
John G. Brennan. She is now in 
California’ where she most re- 
cently has lived, closing her home | 
preparatory to moving to St. 
Louis. Her husband is in the ad- 
vertising business and also will 
move here. 

After attending boarding school 
in the East and majoring in art, 
Miss Morgan started her fashion 
career as a model. She decided 
after several. years of modeling 
that she wanted to make clothes 
that suited her better than the 
ones she had been wearing in the 
showrooms. She obtained a posi- 
tion as a designer of dresses, then 
branched off into the designing 
of sports coats and rain coats for 
the Duchess Royal Co: She spent 
several years there, injecting new 
ideas into tailored clothes and it 
was for her originality in such 
types that she won the American 
Fashion Critics Award. Wanting 
to broaden her experience with 
work in California she spent a 
year on the West Coast creating 
sportswear and colorful casuals 
with a young emphasis. 

In her first collection under the 
St. Louis labels, Miss Morgan has 
combined the California casual 
accent with the sophistication and 
simplicity of her New York 
styles. She believes in sharp, 
clean: lines and attention to tai- 
lored details. The tailored aspect 
of her clothes is softened, how-

On crisp fabrics 
of the linen type she employs 
harness stitching and buttons to 
accent seams and pockets—anoth- 
er device borrowed from the tai- 
lor.

No woman 
should have all work and no play 
—or all work and no pay either. 
If you are willing to stay home 
and be housekeeper, iaundress 
and baby sitter, you should either 
pay no board or the slightest 
minimum. In addition, once the 
day is done your labors should 
te over also. If you choose to 
watch the youngsters one or two 
evenings a week so their parents 
can go out for some recreation, 
that is up to you. But as mat- 
ters stand you are certainly be- 
ing imposed on. Since you get 
no recreation in the daytime you 
are certainly éntitled to have 
church work; your card club, 
visits with friends, a movie, any 
other entertainment which may 
appeal to you, once the young 
people have returned from work 
and can take over. In fact, if 
possible you should have one aft- 
ernoon of your own each week 
and Sundays should be your own. 
Apparently you have been taking 
on all these tasks ntly at first, 
then seethingly, and now the 
matter of the “lovely and ex- 
pensive” article has served as the 
straw to break the camel's back. 
If the set-up is to continue as is— 
and won't you be the foolish 
woman to let it!—definitely you 
should not pay one cent on the 
choice whatever-it-is.

Unique among New World 
ports is Cartagena, Colombia, a 
sixteenth-century walled town 
surrounded by the modern com- 
mercial buildings and beautiful 
residential districts of a city 
which is one of Colombia’s chief 
shipping points. 

Cartagena was founded in 1533 
and soon gained fame as an im- 
portant trading post and one of

Important Fort. — 

Stealing the spotlight among 


the forts is that of San Felipe—/j* 


in its day the most important 
fortress in the Western Hemis- 
phere. Twenty-seven years of la- 
bor and $11,000,000 went into its 
construction — it was a master- 
piece as defense works go. Above 
the ground its battlements rise 
in terraces topped by a watch 
tower and a chapel now in ruins. 
Below, it. was honeycombed by 
subterranean chambers, eating 
and sleeping quarters, hospital 
rooms, treasure vaults and prison 
cells; strung along tunnels which 
extended to strategic points in 
the city and'to forts guarding 
the entrance to the harbor. Most 
of the underground construction 
has been filled in, but several 
tunnels still remain open so that 
today’s visitors can do a bit of 
exploring on their own. 
Sightseeing is the big pastime 
here—for first-time visitors, at 
least. In addition to the fortifi- 
cations other attractions held over 
from colonial days are: the Cathe- 


dral, one of the three oldest eccle- 


siastical edifices in the New 
World; the church of San Pedro 
Claver, self-styled “slave of the 
slaves” who spent his life minis- 
tering to the blacks brought over 
from Africa; the House of the In- 
quisition; Government Palaces; 
the Museum, markets and shops. 
Modern City. 

Spread outside the walls of the 
old town and around its fortifica- 
tions is an attractive modern city. 
Its beautiful residential, suburbs 
with the handsome villas, smart 
clubs and fine beaches extend 
along canals and lagoons, lending 


a decidedly Venice-like touch to 


the harbor. Its latest big-time 
acquisitions. are a $3,000,000 port 
works, a fine waterworks and 
sewage system, and a pipeline 
bringing oil from fields 350 miles 


in the interior to tankers waiting | 


to receive it at the dock. 

There is plenty to keep guests 
amused in Cartagena—bullfights, 
cockfights, and races, tennis, golf, 
swimming and sailing, good cine- 
mas, theaters, and sports clubs. 
And for those who wish to extend 
their operations, there are intri- 
guing, not-too-far-away objectives 
for fishing, hunting, yachting,

and were leaving everything be- 
hind, it was difficult to determine 
just what supplies they needed 
most. 

“We had to find other supplies 
for them, and they didn’t have 
sufficient to start,” the Colonel 
said. “But those problems are 
simple compared with what we 
have now. Along the tremendous 
supply lines we are moving 1000 
tons of food and gasoline a day 
through FEAF’s (Far East Air 
Force) combat cargo command.” 

To supply troops pushing toward 
the Manchurian border, the planes 
carry cargo direct from southern 
Japan to Pyongyang, former capi- 
tal of North Korea. They also 
provide a shuttle service within 
Korea, picking up cargo delivered 
by ship to Inchon on the west 
coast or by train to Seoul from 
Pusan on the southeast coast. 

“Right now,” said Lamont, “I 
am splitting my staff at Pyong- 
yang to get up to a more advanced 
position. As we move north we 
utilize all available harbors and 
air fields to shorten the haul by 
truck and airplane.” 

Food rations, prearranged for 
each month, go to divisional head- 
quarters. The divisional com- 
mand supplies regiments, on a 
basis of the number of men. 
Companies in turn receive their 
portion. When supply lines grow 
too long, G-4 (supply command) 
finds new relay points. 

Winter Clothing a Problem. 
With the approach of winter, 
diesel fuel for heating and heavy 
clothing present new headaches 
for Lamont. 

Lamont travels steadily up and 
down the Korean peninsula be- 
cause “I have to see what's going 
on.” It was these trips that 
brought him the air medal. 
“This (the decoration) will be 
news to my wife Bernice in Flint, 
Mich., and my parents in Bay 
City, Mich., my birthplace,” he 
said. “It just came a few days 
ago.” 


The Colonel holds a Master’s 


records, Individual variations, 
carefully charted in peacetime, 
eventually may disclose their iden- 
tity. The Reds always remove 
“dog tags.” 

Recently, in the north, 75 addi- 
tional victims were untovered and 
painstaking work by one of La- 
mont’s teams may result in the 
identification of all, he hopes. 
Unidentified dead, Lamont said, 
are moved to a central cemetery 
to await permanent disposition. 
“It was difficult, during the 
weeks of withdrawals, to gain pos- 
session of all our dead,” he re- 
called, “but our graves registra- 
tion teams did their best.” 

The registration teams have had 
their share of casualties, too. 
“We lost some of our men at 
Taejon-——they were right in there 
with the Twenty-fourth Division's 
fighting men,” said Lamont. “We 
also had a company right behind 
the lines to assist.”

N ITS first round of play, the Craig Club Girls’ Soccer League—thought 
to be the only girls’ soccer league in the country—disproved the widely 
held opinion that soccer is a game for men only. Although far from expert 

im the sport, the girls played with enthusiasm and determination. Wearing 
usual soccer uniforms and playing with a regulation ball and under men’s 
rules, they chased up and down the field, intent on a single purpose— 
scoring a goal. Bruises and scratches attested the roughness of the play; only 
serious injury was a fractured ankle.

MONG England's most success- 
ful exports to America these 
days is a ballet company. It 
is Sadler's Wells, Britain’s national bal- 
let, ranked by many critics among the 
great companies of all time. The name 
is borrowed from London's historic 
Sadler's Wells Theater, an institution 
dating to 1683 when a Mr. Sadler built 
a music hall on the site of a mineral 
well. When the theater was rebuilt in 
1931, the -aborning ballet company 
made its first home there. 

Though much traveled on the Con- 
tinent, Sadler's Wells made its first 
appeardnce in the United States last 
yest at the Metropolitan in New York.

N ATTRACTIVE dessert that is not too rich is sometimes 

preferred to top off a hearty holiday meal. Mrs. C. R. 

is, a recent visitor here from New York, serves an 

orange refrigerator dessert for Thanksgiving dinner rather 
than the traditional pie. 

Mrs. Davis begins by heating milk and sugar over hot 
water in a double boiler. Cornstarch, dissolved in milk, is 
then added and liquid is cooked and stirred until it thickens. 
The hot mixture is stirred slowly into beaten egg yolks. All 
is then returned to double boiler and cooked, while stirred, 
until custard is thick. Gelatin, which has been soaked in 
cold water, is added and stirred in until dissolved. While cus- 
tard cools slightly, orange juice is squeezed and rind grated, 
and then added. Custard is cooled thoroughly, and beaten 
egg whites and whipped cream are folded in. Mixture is 
poured into a spring form lined with lady fingers, placed in 
refrigerator. 

INGREDIENTS: Two cups milk, one cup sugar, two and 
one-half tablespoons cornstarch, two egg yolks, one and one- 
half envelopes plain gelatin, four tablespoons water, three 
fourths cup strained orange juice, one teaspoon grated orange 
rind, two ten egg whites, one pint whipping cream, and 
one and one-half dozen lady fingers. These amounts will 
serve 10 to 12 persons.

NEW, speedy and simple method devised by a 

Louis physician for. diabetes detection among large 

numbers of a ae was given its first major trial 
here this month. Eliminating the use of bottled specimens, 
it employs a little strip of treated filter paper sewed to a 
piece of plastic which is attached to a name . The 
device is called the Dreypak after the originator, Dr. Nor- 
man W. Drey. Fifty thousand of them were distributed 
free in St. Louis during Diabetes Detection week, sponsored 
by two St. Louis organizations. — 

At home, a person has only to dip the Dreypak’s 
paper end in a small urine sample and let it ; any 
sugar in the sample is preserved in the paper. Wi 
stores and other places serving as collecting agencies, the 
dipped Dreypaks are turned over to laboratories for testing 
which involves simply immersing the paper ends for one 
minute in a special chemical solution. Dipping 40 to 50 at 
a time, one technician can handle as many as 2000 an hour. 

The solution gives a color reaction in the presence of 
sugar: If the paper turns blue, it contains no sugar; if it 
turns yellow, it contains sugar—an indice 
diabetes. Reports on the free analysis are to per 
sons who turned in Dreypaks with properly filled out labels. 

The filter-paper tester was devised because it was felt 
that the public did not respond satisfactorily to old methods 
of mass diabetes detection. The need for a cheap, accurate 
test that does invite mass participation is underscored by 
the fact that an estimated 1,000, Americans have dia- 
betes and do not know it.

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8 ALL THE WORLD Knows, Arturo Tos- 
canini, at 83, is one of the greatest 
orchestra conductors of all time. Yet 
except for a dramatic incident in Brazil, 
he might have remained an underpaid 
cello player. 

Turn back the clock to June 15, 1886. 
Toscanini, the son of a poor tailor of 
Parma, Italy, was playing cello in an 
Italian opera company. 

On the night of the 15th, the troupe 
was in Rio de Janeiro. Just before the 
curtain went up, a Brazilian guest con- 
ductor quit in a huff. 

When the troupe’s own Italian con- 
ductor tried to conduct, the Brazilian 
audience hissed him. 

In desperation, one of the opera sing- 
ers turned to the cellist, Toscanini: 
“Arturo, you know the music. At least 
go out and try to conduct.” 

» Toscanini tried one of the most dar- 
ing feats in opera history. He knew that 
only by impressing the audience could 
he stop the hissing. He stepped quietly 
to the podium and, while the audience 
gasped, he closed the musical score lying 
on the stand before him. 

» Then, as though it were the most 
natural thing in the world to conduct an 
entire opera from memory, he lifted his 
baton and led the orchestra through 
Aida! 

» The Brazilian audience, understand- 
ing the magnitude of the feat, sat in 
wondering silence.

How 'nerves cause Smash-

NW DETROIT, not long ago, cops and traffic 


court judges decided to crack down on 
their city’s growing list of traffic vio- 
lators. And they cracked down hard. 
- Motorists convicted of drunken driving 
were hustled off to jail (PARADE, July 15, 
1950). So were reckless speeders. 

In the first five months of vigilant en- 

forcement there were only 73 traffic deaths 

_—compared to 107 for the preceding six 
months. But in the meantime, a tremendous 
increase in traffic was taking place. And 
with it, the injury rate was up: 7,767 persons 
were injured in the first five and one half 
months of the crackdown as compared to 
6,521 for the preceding six months. 

Since January of this year alone, Detroit’s 
heavy traffic has increased nine percent! 
And more cars on the streets naturally are 
an open invitation to more accidents. 

And so in Detroit, as in many another 
accident-conscious city, worried officials and 
thoughtful citizens are beginning to wonder 


if strict law enforcement by itself can ever 


do more than hold the line. What, then, is 
the real solution to our accident problem? 

Along with good road design and proper 
enforcement, traffic experts say, motorists 
need a new, realistic mental approach; they 


need to recognize that with traffic soaring to - 


astronomical proportions on overburdened 
roads and streets, they can no longer hope 
to maintain fast, uninterrupted speeds. 
Furthermore, the new motorist must be a 
calmer man—reconciled to traffic delays and 
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say some experts, is regular, periodic re-testing of drivers. 
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alert to the emergencies that congestion 
always causes. The real approach to acci- 
dent prevention on today’s busy roads, says 
Dr. Herbert J. Stack of New York University, 
lies deep in the motorist’s own mind—and in 
what we call his “nerves.” 


‘What Goes’ in a Driver’s Brain? 


ND IT 1s precisely the motorist’s mind and 
nerve-reactions that Dr. Stack and his 
colleagues at NYU’s Center for Safety Edu- 
cation are probing. They're doing it with 
psychological tests, with modern scientific 
aids which give them a real picture of what 
goes on in a motorist’s brain. 

They call their study psychophysics— 
mental conditioning as it affects body re- 
sponses in driving. Here are samples of the 
kind of problem they’re coping with: 
>» The case of Mrs. M: Middle-aged, experi- 
enced and careful, she was driving at night 


when she suddenly spotted a giant trailer- 


truck looming in front of her. She shrieked 
and threw up her hands—but made no effort 
to apply the brakes or swerve aside. Result: 
a bad smash-up, from which she barely 
emerged alive. Question (says Dr. Stack): 
WHY didn’t she swerve? What was going on 
in her brain that kept her from doing the 
simple things that would have saved her? 
What was wrong with her “nerves’’? 

» The case of Bill W, a high school senior: 
He’s the blustering type of kid, always want- 
ing to push in cafeteria line-ups, always try- 
ing to race in his hot rod. In traffic, he can

never stay in one lane; he speeds habitually~ 
He’s had several accidents. Why? “To be 
sure,” says Dr. Stack, “it’s his ‘nerves.’ It’s 
easy to see that something’s eating Bill men- 
tally that causes him to do these foolish 
things physically. Our job is to find out just 
what’s bothering him~—and until we do, 
maybe we'd better keep Bill off the road.” 
» The case of John B: John crossed the 
same railroad right-of-way every morning, 
and pretty soon he forgot to look. You know 
the rest. But what killed John wasn’t just a 
train. It was the mental laziness, bad train- 
ing, or just forgetfulness that let him ignore 
a danger he knew existed. 

Here’s what this adds up to: “Our figures,” 
says Dr. Stack, “show that in 80 percent of 
all accidents, some motor vehicle law has 
been violated. Yet the violation itself isn’t 
the real root of the accident. What we must 
know before we can cut accident rates is: 


@ DR. HERBERT J. STACK, Director of New York 
University's Center for Safety Education, believes most 
accidents are caused by slow reaction by drivers. “Cars 
have gotten faster and more powerful,” he says, “but 
the driver is about the same as he was back in 1900.” 


WHY did the driver violate the law in the 
first place?” 

Dr. Stack’s research has thrown special 
light on the whole problem of accident re- 
peaters. (They're drivers who have accidents 
again and again—so that, as one study has 
revealed, five to ten percent of all our drivers 
are causing a whacking 35 percent of our 
accidents! ) 

“We're especially interested in studies of 
‘repeaters’ in Connecticut and Michigan,” 
Says Dr. Stack. “Studies in both states have 
shown that repeaters tend to have (1) per- 
sonality maladjustments and (2) poor phy- 
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a safe driver

sical coordination. Both characteristics are 
psychophysical.” 

A study of these “repeaters” showed that 
their attitude toward other drivers was 
poorer than that of accident-free drivers. 

For example: 

» They tended to consider driving a com- 
petitive affair. 

» They labor under the delusion that other 
drivers are always “out to beat them.” 

» They showed a stronger tendency to re- 
turn their headlights to bright if an ap- 
proaching driver fails to dim‘his. 

» They showed a significant preference for 
higher speeds. 

» They showed a tendency to brag about 
the amount of liquor they could consume. 
» “Repeaters” have a record of law viola- 
tions, not only in traffic but in other fields. 
» They have a poorer sense of distance. 

» They make poor scores on safety tests. 
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What Can Be Done? 


OOKING AT growing evidence, Dr. Stack and 
other experts think “accident repeaters” | 

CAN be helped by special tests. 

Regular psychophysical examination of 
“repeaters,” they believe, would be helpful. 

Among the tests they have devised is one 
for driver stability (right). The driver is re- 
quired to run a stick with a metal point 
through a maze without touching the sides 
of the track. Even accident-repeaters can do 
this well. But then disturbing effects are 
added: lights flash in their eyes and sounds 
of horns, whistles and screeching brakes 
pour into their ears. When this happens, the 
repeaters tend to have trouble. ‘ 

By such tests, each state could discover 
unfitness among accident-repeaters. ; 

What can be done to control “repeaters”? 
(A) In the first place, traffic experts say, a 
good many more states can “tighten up” by 
suspending licenses of chronic “repeaters.” 
(B) In all states, psychophysical tests 
should be compulsory, Dr. Stack believes, for 
drivers who have had two bad accidents. 
(C) Tests should also be available, he sug- 
gests, to other drivers who feel they might 
profit by them to assure their own safety. 

For the aim of psychophysical testing, Dr. 
Stack says, is self-improvement and preven- 
tion—not punishment.

Haunted Island 


: Strange legend clings to lonely Bird Rock 


By RICHARD HARRINGTON 


BIRD ROCK, Quebec. 

F* uP here in the Gulf of St. Law- 

rence, midway between Newfoundland 

and the Magdalen Islands (see map 

right), is one of the loneliest lighthouses 
in the world. 

It is Bird Rock light, perched on a 
windswept, seven-acre crag squarely in 
the sea lanes. A strange legend clings to 
the rock, like the mist and fog that hide it 
from view much of the time. 

No man, says the old legend, will keep 
Bird Rock lighthouse for more than ten 
years without meeting misfortune! Only 
twice in 80 years has this prophecy been 
upset! 

To find out more about this dire place, 
I recently visited Bird Rock. Getting 
there was a feat in itself. 


Seas Were Too Big 


I made the trip from the Magdalens in 
an open boat, a 35-footer with a powerful 
engine. Rough seas turned us back, and 
we tried again next day. 

As we\neared the island, I realized why 
it was called Bird Rock. Its 120-foot sand- 
stone cliffs were literally alive with birds. 
Millions of gannets, gulls and puffins 
clung to the ledges or wheeled overhead, 
Screaming like tormented banshees. I 
learned later that the Rock had been 


made a bird sanctuary, and its bird col- 
ony is believed the largest on the Atlantic 
coast. 

The Rock’s flat surface is treeless and 
covered with lush grass. I saw about 10 
buildings, a radio mast and, above all, the 
lighthouse itself. Ominously, it is braced 
on all sides by strong cables — to hold it 
against the great gales of the lower St. 


Lawrence. 


‘I was interested in the present keeper, 
Alfred Arsenaut, a French Canadian of 
about 60, who has defied the prophecy 
since 1943. He told me that the prophecy 
of misfortune was made in 1870 by the 


ARSENAUT'S eadeo perches on ‘‘fog 
cannon." Earlier ones blew up, killed 3. 
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FROM A DISTANCE, Bird Rock looks like an aircraft car- 
rier. At right is Little Bird Rock, swarming with gannets. 
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STAIR from wharf at top of Rock has 146 steps. “Lift’’ 
{on dock) is pulled up rails at left by winch and cables. 


Rock’s first keeper, M. Guitte, a Frenchman. 

Guitte resigned after three years, driven nearly 
mad by loneliness. Disaster after disaster followed: 
» 1880: Keeper Patrick Whalen, his son and a com- 
panion went seal hunting on the ice floes. A gale. 
blew the floes out to sea. Whalen and his son froze 
to death. The other man lived. 

» 1881: Charles Chiasson, the next keeper fired the 
cannon used to warn ships during fogs. The cannon 
exploded, killing Chiasson, his son and a visitor. 

» 1891: A second explosion of the cannon tore off 
the hand of Telesphore Turbide, the next keeper. 

» 1897: On March 7, the accident 


of 1880 was repeated in the same Slee EEN 


grim pattern. The keeper and two 
companions went hunting on the 
ice floes. A sudden squall shifted 
the ice. Two men froze to death 
the first night. The survivor 
drifted on a floe for three days 
and nights, reached land. But 
he died 15 days later. 

»1897: On June 12, Keeper Pierre 
Bourque narrowly missed death 
when the cannon exploded the 
third time. His assistant was seri- 
ously wounded. But the next vic- 
tim was Bourque’s son, Wilfred, next keeper. 

» 1909: Keeper Wilfred Bourque’s body was found 

at the foot of the cliffs. 

» 1922: Thirteen years passed—contrary to legend— 
without mishap. Then in 1922 everybody on the ~ 
Rock was poisoned by rainwater collected for drink- 
ing. The keeper's brother and an assistant died. 

Most recent victim was Edmund Arsenaut, a rela- 
tive of the present keeper. One day, Arsenaut walked 
off a boat in the darkness — and vanished. 

When Alfred Arsenaut had finished telling me the 
story of Bird Rock, I asked him if he worried about 
the prophecy. He shrugged. : 

As I looked at Arsenaut’s quiet, sturdy face I had 
the sudden thought: “This quiet man can defeat the 
prophecy!” Only time will tell.

Guard stands rigid at attention. Guard inherited traditions of Bengal Lancers. 
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Show their skill as horsemen on plains of Pakistan 


BY FRANK DeBLOIS 


LMOST LEGENDARY are the deeds of the 
Bengal Lancers, the native cavalry 
who for generations protected Great Bri- 
tain’s Indian Empire from the savage 
tribesmen of the northwest frontier. 
They have disappeared from the moun- 
tain passes they used to guard. But their, 
brilliant military traditions live on in the 
tough, colorful Pakistan Guards. 


One of the traditions Pakistan’s » 
guardsmen have inherited from the orig- © 


inal Lancers is the sport of tent-pegging 
—the wildest horse race in the East (see 
pictures). The race is run in heats with 
four lancers abreast. At the starter’s sig- 
nal, the riders tear down the track, lances 
held low and aimed at four tent pegs 
peeking from the ground 100 yards away. 
Winner is the rider who first carries his 
peg across the finish line on his lance. 
In the infant Republic of Pakistan, 
faced today with the old dark threats 
from acrossthe Afghan frontier,and bya 
new and brooding silence from the Soviet, 
the Lancers’ work is tremendously impor- 
tant. Officially the riders are known as 
the “Governor General’s Body Guard.” 


They Are Mechanized, Too 


This spectacular Guard is the only 
mounted cavalry unit left in Pakistan. It 
serves a double function. As a ceremonial 
Guard, it adds the touch of pageantry to 
state functions. But at the same time it is 


equipped with the arms of mechanized 
war. The Guards are as much at home on 
battle maneuver as they are astride their 
handsome bays in colorful dress parade. 

The Jawans (soldiers) of the Guard — 
they have been called the handsomest 
men in all Pakistan — are at least six feet 
tall. They belong to the Tiwana, Awan, 
Moghul and Rajput tribes of the Punjab 
and have looked forward since youth 
to duty in the crack horse regiments of 
the frontier. In their scarlet tunics and 
spangled turras (turbans) they are as 
spectacular as any warrior out of the 
pages of Kipling.
